Tax speech of General Banks in the House
of Representatives on Saturday, in opposition
to the pending bill for the military reconstruc-
tion of the South, I8 worthy of particuiar
notlee In two particulars—first, in holding
out the hope of a reconciliation between
Qongress and the Execalive, and, secondly, in
pointing to the final resort ot impeachment
if the present “dead-lock” between those two
departments of the Government cannot be
otherwise removed, Iis idea seems to be
that o law fully equal to the necessities of the
caso may be passed, which shall elther com-
mand the assent and co-operation of the
Executive, or shali muke a clear and indis-
putable case for impeachment,

It ie needless to say that the country would
gladly welcome a return Lo that practieal
co-operation between the Executive and
Congress which the Constitution coantem-
plates, and which the most vital necessities
of the Government so imperiously demand,
The difficulty hitherto has been that acting
Presldent Johnson has assumed that the
work of reconstruction was un fait accompli;
that his own action in reorganizing the late
Rebel communities was final; and that Con-
gress had nothing whatever to do in the pre-
mises except to admit Senators and Repre-
sentatives from the so-called States which he
bas erecled. So long as he maintains this
position, it Is evident that nothing can be
done. The “dead-lock™ is irrefragible, ex-
oept by s resort to that supreme remedy
which the Constitution has provided for just
puch extreme and perilous cases,

But i, a8 it is intimated, and as we hope
may prove to be the case, the acting Presi-
dent has concluded to retreat from his unte-
nable position, and to regard the whole
question of reconstruction as an opea
one, to be decided by the constitutional law-
making pow er in the Government, Instead of
by bis own mere ipse dizit, then we see no
insurmountable obstacles to the prompt and
peaceful settlement of all our national ditfi-
culties, The only thing that has prevented
the governmental machine from workiog
smoothly on this question bas been the
anomalous and uwnconstitational position of
the acting Executive. There are no ques-
tions so diflicult that the legitimate workings
of our form of government will not solve
them; but when one man attempts to set up
%4 will gs law, then tho machine stops, and
he must either get out of the way or be
crushed by it. We shall be most happy to
see the acting Executive remove the “dead-
lock’ by cessing to aitempt the exercise of
any but the constitutional functions of his
office, leaving the great questions growing
out of the late war to Le settled by the con-
stitutional law-making power of the Govern-
ment. Such a course of conduct on his part
will restore harmony and order to the Gov-
ernment, and will have the way lor a happy
exit from all our perils,

The Necessity of Good Manners at Con-
certsy, Lecturesy, and Other Public
Places.

PROBABLY no person who attends our places

of public instruction and amusement has

fmpertinence (o the musicians, it may be that
it 1s an apnoyance Lo part of theaudlence; thore
are thoss who go to the ‘Germania’ to liswen.
I once heard three young ladies converse
wolubly during the whole performance of one of
Rolubert's pongs, which they badl themsgelves

Atone of the
charming matinecs that wore given here by Mr.

Can any one imagine whet the effect
would be If every meomber of an audience of
fAftesn hundred persons should say six times ln
the course of an evening, ‘lsn’l thisexquisite?’

The Law of Bankruptcy.

gince, and the proposed law Is once more
before that body. We do not know what may
be the fate reserved for it, but we think that
the opposition which it has encountered must
arise from some of the minor pzovisions
rather than from antipathy to the maln idea
which it embodies. The cardinal aim of the
bill Is eminently just. It is to enable a man
of business who has been unfortunate to once
more regain nis feet, and stand an equal
among men. The law which would crush
down and keep forever beyond the pale of
hope an honest but unsuccessful merchant, is
derived from the ancient Roman law, waich
allowed a creditor to imprison a debtor, and
not only during his life to keep a hold on his
labor, but his disability was hereditary,and the
children might also be held in durance for
their jather’s misiortunes. Graduoally, how-
ever, civilization has ameliorated the condi-
tion of the debtor until, in this country, we
have no such scenes as Dickens depicts in
“Little Dorrit.”

Our eivilization has no such blot as that
shown in the pages of the “Pickwick
Papers.” We yet, however, have on our
statute books a provision waich tends to crush
all hope and energy out of a debtor. His
creditors can ai any time seize any pro-
perty which he may sccumulate. By this
means all incentive to rise is removed, and
the man, once down, has no inducement to
become an active member of society. The
Bapkrupt law should provide ior his holding
property which he may alterwards earn, For
while one villain may avail himself of it to
escape the proper penalty for fraud, three un-
fortunate but honest men will bave new lite
infused into their action, and havean aim
in their exertions to once more pass asequals
among their fellows.

Whioh certificates of lonn or bonds shall not bo
sulject o pny Wxation whatever, for State
munieipnd, or loeal purposes, and shall be payi-
ble as follows, namely:—Five miltions of dollars
payable al any time aflor five years, and
within ten yenrs; cight millions of dollams Ay -
bleat any Lime witer ton years, and withﬁl fir-
leen years; nnd ten miilions of dollurs at any
